INTELLECTUAL PROGRESS? 

The intellectual, progress of a 
race may be compared. with’a num- 
ber of people running away from a 
sayage bull. The best. ranner of 
the lot may have his wife or child 
with him, and his speed. is con- 
sequently restricted by theirs. The 
individual human brain may be 
cultivated and developed until -it is 
far in advance of the average,,and 
when the individual dies; the 
mental power that be may have 
added to the racial, capacity must 
be far, far less'than the obvious 
progress he hiruself had made. His 
Jearning. cannot be transinitted to 
his son, but only a little bit of his 
capacity to learn, and perhaps a 
morsel of his tendency or inclina- 
tion to learn. The general aver- 
age, bowever, is restriined (some- 
times pulled down) by the intellec- 
tual inadequacy of the rabble. In 
view of the, tremendous start that 
the modern brain bas over the’ an- 
cients, as regards things known, 
one would expect the thinker of 
to-day. to surpass enormously the 
thinker of Greece, or Arabia, but 
we do not find it so. Herbert Spen- 
cér is in no way more brainy, more 
mentally efficient, than Pythagores 
-was. Our, thinking; as theirs was, 
is conditioned for us by past and 
eurrent general beliefs: ese in- 
sensibly colour our speculations; or 
if they don't, we find a natural 
reluctance to offend them, which 
reluctance colours the presentation 
of the thoughts. . The scientist; in-
